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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application contains claims 1-13 drawn to an invention nonelected without 
traverse in Paper filed March 07, 2005. A complete reply to the final rejection must 
include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) 
See MPEP§ 821.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Girard (6,860,035) in view of Seidel et al. (4,476,600). Girard '035 discloses a piece of 
footwear comprising: a sole; an upper portion extending from the sole, wherein the 
upper portion is adapted to cover the top of a user's foot, and wherein the upper portion 
includes a rear opening for receiving the user's foot; at least one connector (guide 27) 
coupled to the upper portion; a strap operably coupled to the upper portion, wherein the 
strap (26) is configured to be positioned across the rear opening to engage the back of 
the user's foot; at least one adjustment mechanism (strip 26b with hook and loop 
fastener) that is interactable with the connector and the strap to adjust the position of 
the strap relative to the back of the user's foot. See Figure 1 embodiment. Girard '035 
does not appear to disclose the upper portion and the sole being formed as a first part 
molded from a first continuous piece of foam material. Seidel '600 discloses a one piece 
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washable footwear being molded from a expanded polyurethane foam material (see 
column 5, lines 32-38) for easier manufacturing. Therefore, it would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to make the upper 
and sole of Girard '035 from one piece moldable foam material as taught by Seidel '600 
for easier manufacturing. 

With respect to claim 18 whether the coupling arrangement is hook and loop or 
snaps or any other art recognized equivalent is an obvious matter of choice, such as to 
require less manual dexterity to operate. 

With respect to claim 20, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to provide a pair of connectors and 
adjustment mechanism to the footwear of Girard '035, since it has been held that mere 
duplication and rearranging of the essential working parts of a device involves only 
routine skill in the art. St. Regis Paper Co. V. Bemis Co., 193 USPQ 8 and In re 
Einstein, 8 USPQ 167. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 14-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
